Yet what is the present, what has been the 
past Post-Office accommodation of New- 
York? It is located in a narrow street; it 
is wholly inadequate for the duties to be 
performed ‘within it ; and so limited is its 
extent that there actually is not room with- 
in its walls, for. any thing like the ade- 
quate number of clerks to get through its 
hourly augmenting business. For years 
past there has been a cry—ea public 
clamor for the removal of the Post Office, 
and the transfer of its multitudinous busi- 
ness, to a suitable building in a centi?al and 
easily aceessible location. But ery and 
clamor have hitherto been almest without 
avail. The General Government ef the 
United States seem to let the complaint go 
in at One ear and go out at the other. . Des- 
pite all the pressure from without, the old 
Post-Office is contiaued, inconvenient to 
the last. There are gramblings, of courss, 
because, every now and then, mistakes oc- 
cur—such as sending a bag of Providence 
letters to the office of the New-Yoru Damy 
Tuses ; but, all things considered, the won- 
der is, that such mistakes do not ocour con- 
stantly, instead of now and then. Where 
two clerks, from actual want of space inthe 
Office, have to de the work of three, how 
can the business be satisfactorily carried 
on? -

to procure the best possible site, The last 
is to take care that-the new. building be 
fully adequate not only for the present 
postal business, but for the vast increase 
which must spring up with the unexem- 
pled increase of the population, trade, 
commerce, and capital of the Empire City. 
Build the new PostOffice on such « 
that it will be capable, for the next hundred 
or hundred and fifty years, of having any 
to-be-reasonably-expected quantity of busi- 
ness done within its walls.. Let us bear in 
mind the instance (lately mentioned in this 
journal) of the General Post-Office in Lon- 
don, opened in 1827, and, for the. last ten 
years, notwithstanding various additions 
at vast cost, found to be so wholly inade- 
quate for the business to be done in it, that 
enocther erection, on & mammoth scale, and 
at @ mammoth expense, is spoken of as in- 
evitable. 

In truth, such is the ineréasing wealth 
and population of this country that, in 
Many cases, it is dificult to decide how to 
provide for the present with an eye to the 
future. A few humble dwellings are 
erected in & -good situation, and speedi- 
ly a change comes on, and we have 
the various and rapid succession of ham- 
let, village, town, city. So quick is our 
mural growth that all these transitions 
sometimes pass within a few years, so that 
wheat was a suitable public building for the 
village in 1850, is wholly inadequate for 
the populous and rising city of 1854. But 
in New-York we have attained « certain 
maturity; ‘and have data on which to 
ground a fair expectancy of the Future. 
We know, from what has been, even within 
our own memory, that an immense increase 
of postal business is to be expected year 
efter year, and we must provide accord- 
ingly. 

To be “ penny wise and pound foolish” 
when thus building for Posterity, (as we 
must do with our Post-Office) is not to be 
thought of. ‘ New-York is entitled to, and 
should not only the largest and best 
Post-Office in the United States, but one as 
lerge and as good as any in thé world. 
For our growth is greater than that of any 
other city,;in any country whatever, and 
must be considered accordingly. In such 0 
case as this parsimony would be contemp- 
tible. We go in for s Post-Office worthy of 
the Present and the Future of New-York. 
Let the public insist on having it. They 
can decide the question.
